Tuesday the legal affairs committee of the Legislature 
held a hearing on House Kill 215 which would repeal the laws 
against fictitious lotteries. These laws were passed in 18.33 
to protect the people against the sale of fake lottery tickets. 
They were enacted at a time when legalized lotteries existed 
and when phoney or fictitious lotteries sprang up in such 
numbers that they proved to be a nuisance and a menace. 

Later the General Court voted to abolish all lotteries. 
From time to time, the Legislature has been petitioned to 
authorize a state lottery under the guise of raising money to 
be applied to the costs of welfare and old age assistance. 
Each time the Legislature, backed by strong pressure from 
clergy and laymen alike turned down the proposal. 

Just why House Kill 215 has been filed is difficult to 
understand. What can it be but an open invitation to racke- 
teers to cheat the public? The General Court should reiect 
this outrageous proposal.

State House, Boston — Tho 1946 
legislative session is about ready 
for the final bobsled run to the 
finish line . . . most of the im- 
portant bills already are in com- 
mittee and before long, they 
ought to be loaded on the sled 
and the rush will be on ... it 
isn’t so much that these bills will 
be passed or rejected without 
further thought when they reach 
the floor of the legislature, but 
rather that the various commit- 
tee chairmen must keep a sharp 
eye on the curves ahead to make 
sure nothing of value is spilled 
overboard on the run. 

Three of the bills now In 
committee probably will under- 
go considerable revision before 
they are reported out . . . those 
are the Governor’s pet million 
dollar project, a state depart- 
ment of commerce; his record- 
breaking budget and the Con- 
ley gasoline monopoly bill for 
the Logan airport. 

It has been rather generally es- 
tablished by now that the pres- 
ent industrial development com 
mission, within the comparative- 
ly narrow limits of its sphere, 
has been doing a good job on 
most of the functions suggested 
under the state department of 
commerce proposition, and that 
elsewhere agencies already exist 
to cover the other functions, and 
not at a million dollars a year, 
either . . . nothing would do more 
to attract new business to Mass 
achusetts than lower taxes, and 
a million dollar political promo- 
tion scheme won't lower taxes. 

As for the budget of 108 mil- 
lions of dollars proposed by 
the Governor, the voter in al- 
most every community in Mass- 
achusetts need only look at the 
local budget facing him to real- 
ize that he is in for a stagger- 
ing burden of taxation this 
next year . . . the point to con- 
sider is whether, in face of all 
the increased salaries, welfare 
costs and rising material pric- 
es, some trimming of fancy 
Items Isn’t in order. 

The best way to let (he state 
legislators know how the home 
front feels about tho situation 
is to write and remind them that 
they come up for re-election in 
November, and that a whole lot 
of unnecessary spending isn't 
going to help candidacies . . . The 


average American citizen can 
put the fabled Atlas to shame 
by his ability to carry tremend- 
ous tax burdens across his bent 
shoulders, but if he is going to 
be further weighed down by in- 
creased expenditures from Bea- 
con Hill as well as in his own 
community, there is always the 
collapsing point to consider. 

As for the Conley bill which 
would set up a gasoline mo- 
nopoly at the airport, the thing 
to consider Is whether or not 
this is the kind of thing that 
drives business away from 
.Massachusetts . . . staunch op- 
position was expressed at the 
hearing on this bill . . . the next 
step is for the bill to appear 
on the floor of the legislature 
. . . there, your particular rep- 
resentative Is going to he In- 
fluenced by the letters he re- 
ceives from his constituents. 

Republican leadership in the 
House refused the other day to 
be drawn into a deal proposed 
by the Democrats ... the imme- 
diate subject was a bill estab- 
lishing a third probate judgship 
in Middlesex County . . . on the 
evidence brought out at the hear- 
ing before the judiciary commit- 
tee, this extra judgeship isn’t 
necessary. 

It later was established that 
the job was to go to a former 
Democratic floor leader ... so 
tho Democrats told the Republi- 
cans they would back a bill set- 
ting up a 10-year term for the 
registrar of motor vehicles if the 
Republicans would swing over to 
the judgeship bill. 

Tho Republicans peeked behind 
the curtain and saw the cast 
gathered for the next act. and 
refused to take part ... in the 
first place, tho bills were not 
even remotely connected ... in 
the second place, in face of the 
Governor’s delaying tactics in 
filling several important state of- 
fices, including the expired term 
of Public Safety Commissioner 
John F. Stokes, there was no 
guarantee for the Demoaratic 
promise that the Governor would 
he asked to sign the 10-year term 
hill for the registrar . . . Legisla- 
tive deals are bad enough, any- 
how . . . this one was a little 
worse than usual.

An important labor-saving de- 
vice widely used in greenhouses 
is automatic watering. Unfor- 
tunately amateurs cannot use it 
on their gardens, but they can 
easily apply it to seed boxes, in 
which seeds are started either 
indoors or outdoors. 

Through a hole bored In the 
center of the bottom of the seed 
box, a wick of fibre glass, or just 
a piece of clothes line 4 inches 
long, is inserted. The top is 
frayed and imbedded in the soil 
that fills the box and the bottom 
drops into a pan of water. As 
long as water is kept in this 
pan. the wick will raise it and 
keep thp soil moist. 

Tests have shown that plants 
watered in this way make maxi- 
mum growth because water is al- 
ways abundant, and yet not in 
excess; and since water is never 
applied to the surface, there is 
no washing, and no compacting 
of soil, which would check aera- 
tion. 

With such a seed box. in a 
sunny window, hot bed or cold- 
frame, you can give your favor- 
ite varieties of vegetables and 
flowers several weeks’ head start 
this spring, and insure an earlier 
harvest of food or beauty. 

Soil used in a seed box should 
always be put through a sieve. 
The coarse soil may be used in 
the bottom, the fine on top. Flor- 


sand. 

Sphagnum moss should be used 
to prevent damping-off. which is 
a fungus disease that frequently 
attacks seedlings. Rub the moss 
I through a coarse sieve or colan- 
der and place a layer of this 
shredded moss over the soil in 
the flat to the depth of to 1 a 
inch. Firm and saturate soil and 
moss. Drop the seeds on the 
moss, and cover very lightly with 
a thin layer of sphagnum. Pro- 
ceed from this point on as with 
soil culture. 

Seed may be broadcast one va- 
riety to a flat; or sown in rows, 
which allow several varieties to 
be grown in the same box, each 
row being labeled. Seeds which 
are broadcast are usually less 
crowded than those in rows. If 
you sow in rows, use the edge 
of a ruler to make shallow inden- 
tations in the soil; sow thinly, 
cover lightly, and firm the soil 
with a block of wood. 

Keep the box in a dark place 
until sprouts appear, then place 
in the sunniest window you own. 
A kitchen window is good, be- 
cause humidity 13 always great- 
er there.

nation and a period of semi- 
invalidism for many months. 
The serviceman was notified and 
Home Service sent a verification 
of the situation. The military 
granted him an emergency fur- 
lough and, after some unavoid- 
able delay, he reached his wife 
before she entered the hospital. 
Her mind was free from worry 
since she knew her family would 
be cared for adequately by their 
soldier daddy. During the crit- 
ical stages of her illness, the ser- 
viceman asked the military for 
an extension of furlough. The 
necessity for this was verified 
not once, but several times, by 
Home Service, and the furloughs 
were granted. Then came the 
time when he was ordered back 
to duty. Some plan had to be 
made for the care of his family 
while he was away, since no 
relatives were available to as- 
sist. After much searching, 
Home Service found someone 
who went into the home on a 
temporary basis with Red Cross 
assuming the financial obliga- 
tion because the government al- 
lowance would not stretch to 
cover this emergency. When the 
serviceman finally returned to 
i his unit, he left his family safely 
in the care of a housekeeper who 
agreed to stay as long as neces- 
sary. Red Cross stood by until 
the serviceman, whose long 
months overseas entitled him to 
discharge, came back to his fam- 
ily. and was in a position to re- 
sume his responsibility for their 
i welfare.

Mr. Cobb died at his home on 
Sunday. March 3, following a 
short illness. He was in his 81st 
year and was born In South Tru- 
ro on September 2, 1865, son of 
Richard T. and Hattie (Moore) 
Cobb. For many years he was a 
provision dealer in Waltham and 
on retiring came to Newton 
about nine years ago. He was a 
member of the Asbury Temple 
Methodist church of Waltham. 

Besides his wife he is survived 
by six daughters, Mrs. Hcrsey 
D. Taylor of Provlncetown, Mrs. 
Everett Willis of Hanson. Mrs. 
Guy A. Loonier of Belmont. Mrs. 
Amos Platt of Waltham, and 
Mrs. George L. Hager of West 
Newton; two sons, George T. 
Cobb. Jr. of South Lincoln and 
Ernest Cobb of West Newton, a 
brother.

FRANK H. BURT 

— o — , 

Frank H. Burt, 84, dean of 
Boston court reporters for many 
years and a member of the 
Massachusetts bar since 1897, 
died last Saturday at the home 
of his son, Philip H. Burt, 27 
Brantwood road, Arlington, 
Mass. 

Born in Northhampton, Mass., 
he was graduated from Spring- 
field, Mass., high school in 1877. 
In 1881 he moved to Newton, 
Mass., where he and his father 
published the Newton Graphic 
until 1886. In 1885 he married 
Susie 1 Frances Allen of Newton, 
who died in 1893. 

He was widely known in the 
White Mountain region from as- 
sisting his father . Henry M. 
Burt, in the publication of 
"Among the Clouds," the daily 
newspaper published on the sum- 
mit of Mount Washington, N. H. 
every summer from 1877 to 1908. 
He wrote numerous articles for 
newspapers and magazines on 
legends and history of that area. 
At the time of his death he was 
compiling material for a history 
of the White Mountains. 

He recorded in shorthand 
speeches of Presidents from Har- 
rison to Franklin D. Roosevelt; 
of Lincoln’s Vice-President, 
Hannibal Hamlin; of the Presi- 
dent of the Confederacy, Jeffer- 
son Davis, and he took "down the 
last sermon ever given by Phil- 
lips Brooks. 

He was court stenographer of 
many famous murder trials, in- 
cluding those of Lizzie Borden, 
James Trrefethen and Mate 
Bram.'In 1910 and 1913 he report- 
ed conventions of the Interna- 
tional Congress of Religious Lib- 
erals in London, 'Berlin and 
Paris. 

He was a life member of the 
American Philatelic Society and 
owner of the first U. S. Govern- 
ment postcard ever mailed. He 
was one of the earliest members 
of the National Shorthand Re- 
porters Association; former pres- 
ident of the New England So- 
ciety of Shorthand Reporters; 
life member of the Applachian 
Mountain Club, and a member 
for many years of the Randolph, 
N. H., Mountain Club. His other 
organizations included the 8 
o’clock Club of Newton, the 
American Poetry Association, 
Boston City Club, Middlesex Bar 
Association, Unitarian Laymen’s 
League, Boston Unitarian Club, 
and the Society of the War of 
1812. 

Beside Philip, he is survived by 
another son F. Allen Burt of 
Brookline; four grandchildren, 
and three great grandchildren.

Thirty-five Years of Progress, 
Record of All Newton Music School

On April 21, 1911 Elizabeth 
Fyffe, a public spirited citizen 
of Newton, opened a small music 
school at the West Newton Day 
Nursery which kindly lent its 
rooms for the experiment. There 
were 32 pupils enrolled by the 1 
end of the year. 

Through that first year, the 
work was supported by the fol- 
lowing financial founders: Mrs. 
John W. Carter, Mr. Harry L. 
Burrage, Mr. and Mrs. James R. 
Carter, Miss Mabel T. Eager, 
Mr. and Mrs. Henryy B. Day, 
and the Honorable and Mrs. John 
W. Weeks. As it became obvious 
that the work was needed and 
was of social as well as musical 
value, other public spirited peo- 
ple joined this group, and the 
school was incorporated under 
the name of West Newton Music 
School. 

Soon after this, in October 
1912, the Newton school commit-

(There are really thirty- 
five Senators in this category, 
but Hart or Connecticut and An- 
drews of Florida have announced 
their retirement.) Life asked a 
panel of top-ranking Washington 
correspondents of varying politi- 
cal beliefs for their opinions of 
the Intelligence and capacity of 
these men. Life also asked re- 
porters, business associates and 
friends in the home states for 
impressions of the Senators, 
based not on the Senators polit- 
ical stands hut solely on their 
fitness for such a responsible 
job. 

Now to the point. Under the 
picture of our own Senator 
Walsh is the following; "Opinon:" 
No good. Narrow. The Senate 
would he better off without him.” 

Could it be that the above com- 
ments is one of the reasons why 
Henry Cabot Lodge is still mark- 
ing time? It should be borne in 
mind, however, that Life had 
other things to say about the 
venerable Clinton statesman. For 
example; “The most powerful 
politician in New England” and 
"still the idol of the Irish, Italians 
and Poles.” Again, “Once he was 
a reforming zealot and patron of 
the laboring man. Now the fires 
in him have burned low. At 73 
his capacity for new work is 
small. If he wants to run, again 
however, he would be difficult to 
defeat.” It is this last comment 
which may be worrying our form- 
er Republican Junior Senator. 

Later on this year it may be 
helpful to quote a bit more from 
this profoundly interesting issue 
of Life. 

Ickes and Roosevelt 

You have doubtless read in the 
papers about the current activi- 
ties of former Secretary of the 
Interior Harold L. Ickes and 
young James Roosevelt. The 
former Is now executive chair- 
man of the Independent Citizens’ 
Commitee of the Arts, Sciences 
and Professions and young 
Roosevelt is national political di- 
rector of the organization. It is 
planned to mobilize 10,000,000 
independent voters with a com- 
mitee of white and Negro artists, 


sure, It bus been obvious to all 
Informed people for sonic little 
time that these two groups have 
been working together behind 
the scenes. The combination has 
succeeded in defeating quite a 
bit of legislation as well In en- 
acting quite a bit. I wonder, 
though, if it is healthy to offei- 
ally organize these two groups. 
What will happen to the two 
major parties If this coalition be- 
comes permanent? The mere fact 
that many of us may be In sym- 
pathy with some of the work the 
coalition has done should not 
blind us to the eventual conse- 
quences of any permanent coali- 
tion.

Dear Sir: 

The Pine Street pump in West 
Newton which It being filled in 
with papers, cartons and other 
refuse in addition to ashes is 
now so close to River Street 
opposite William Street that it 
is not only a most unsightly view 
for residents of that section but 
is also an extremely dangerous 
fire hazard. 

On windy days such as last 
Saturday a continuous shower 
of paper of all %fllzes is blown 
over the fence at the dump and 
across River street into yards 
on River Street, William Street 
and other surrounding property. 
Even large cartons are deposited 
in the yards by the high winds 
and streamers of paper hang in 
the trres. Should a fire occur on 
siich a day at the dump, the 
damage to homes in the vicinity 
could be serious. 

Fires occurred all last summer 
on the Pino Street side of the 
dump, smoke from which was 
annoying to the neighborhood, 
and pieces of burned paper were 
blown over as far as William 
Street and even further, soiling 
clothes hung out on lines, and 
even the screens and porches 
were covered with flecks of 
burned paper. Windows had to 
be closed on these occasions 
which made matters more un- 
comfortable, and following the 
fires there came a very unpleas- 
ant odor detrimental to the 
health of the community. 

Nearly all residents of this 
section are homeowners and 
taxpayers who take pride in 
keeping their property well-cared 
for and they do not enjoy having 
their yards filled with debris 
or their homes in danger of being 
destroyed by fire. In fact they 
are very much provoked and 
cannot understand why such a 
condition should exist in a city 
like Newton which prides itself 
on being known as “The Garden 
City” and especially as some 
time ago the City of Newton 
purchased an incinerator which 
was supposed to be used for the 
disposal of papevs and other in- 
flammable materials collected by 
the <jity trucks. 

It is time these residents of 
West Newton were given some 
consideration!

Rep. Rawson Files Bill on 
Registration of Voters

Representative George E. Raw* 
son of Newton has filed House 
Bill No. 1576 as chairman of the 
Committee on Election Laws. 
This bill provides that in cities 
and in towns having six hun- 
dred or more registered voters, 
any qualified person shall be 
registered as a voter during 
regular business hours of the 
city or town hall on application 
except within 20 days preceding 
a primary or an election.

For over three years the "Voice 
of the Turtle” has done a thriv- 
ing business on Broadway and 
for the past ten weeks it has 
delighted Boston audiences at 
the Plymouth. . .

What’s the secret? Well first 
there's playwright John Van 
Drutan's clever dialogue. . . . 
Van Drutan’s a master of wit- 
ty barbed dialogue . There 
isn’t a dull line in the play and 
even more astoundng, not a kcr : 
nel of corn either. 

Next there’s VanDrutan’s pierc- 
ing insight into many human 
frailties, in fact he’s so anxious 
to dramatize these frailties that 
he giakes himself appear cynical. 
A master at focusing attention 
on some of the smaller things 
in life and then dramatizing 
them until they really attain 
significance, Van Drutan often 
teases his audience by posing 
serious questions then tossing 
the aisle sitters a wise crack 
for a solution. His innuendoes 
are so clear that in reality 
they’re scarcely innuendoes at 
all. 

Next Van Drutan is current, 
fresh and timely, his pithy wit- 
ticisms about GI’s such as a 
chiding "Oh never ask a soldier 
what the war’s about," reveal a 
mordant sense of humor and an 
ability to write light comedy 
which will catch the public's 
fancy. 

In "Voice of the Turtle,” the 
author’s timing and sense of 
proportion were superb. Speech- 
es and events followed in logical 
order, thus the play crescendoed 
to a natural and dramatically in- 
tense climax. This vitally im- 
portant timing factor is the back- 
bone of the play and a lack of 
it cost Van Drutan's latest ef- 
fort "The Mermaids Singing” 
success on Broadway. This ill- 
fated venture had a splendid first 
act but it ran out of gas as it 
headed down the home stretch. 
It is ironic but where "Voice of 
the Turtle" was strongest. "Mer- 
maids Singing” was weakest. 


All of which Indicates that not 
everything VanDrutan pens will 
be a hit.

buildings for its teaching, group 
activities, recitals, and concerts, 

a privilege ever since giate- 
fully maintained. This coopera- 
tion between a private and a 
public agency has caused favor- 
able attention and comment 
throughout the country.

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Fire Chief Cautions Householders 
On Fire Prevention and Safety 


With the present day over- 
crowded homes and the approach 
of spring cleaning, Chief John 
Keating of the Newton Fire De- 
partment in an interview with 
a Graphic reporter, cautioned 
householders to observe fire pre- 
vention and safety. 

“The basic rules of fire preven- 
tion are few and simple," he as- 
serted, "yet householders are of- 
ten forgetful in their observance 
to safeguard their homes.” 

Such cautions as the accumu- 
lation of trash and papers, spon- 
taneous ignitions, careless dis- 
posal of smoking matter, defec- 
tive electrical wiring, and stor- 
age of inflammables were point- 
ed out as possible hazards. 

Whereas tenement houses are 
inspected by the fire department 
the chief stated that it i3 the 
responsibility of the individual 
householders to make careful 
scrutiny of their own waste and 
inflammable materials in attics 
and cellars. All paints, lacquers, 
oils, and waxes should be placed 
in covered metal containers and 
should be kept away* from furn- 
aces. stoves and other heating 
appliances, he added. 

Many fires in homes are caused 
by carelessly leaving burning 
cigarettes lying around on 
stuffed furniture. Kapok in mat- 
tresses is highly inflammable. 

Further cautions mentioned 
were: having approved electrical 
appliances; inspection of wiring, 
defective wiring underneath 
rugs; overfusing meters (15 am- 
peres fuses suitable for ordinary 
usage). The chief also suggest- 
ed that householders should be 
more than careful in cleaning out 
chimneys, and burning leaves or 
trash in backyards. (Permits are 
needed for the latter.)

Spring Lawn Care 

— o — 

Mr. Clapper of the Clapper 
Company reports their phones 
are ringing all day long at this 
season with urgent calls for lawn 
seed, fertilizer and lawn rollers. 
He wishes through the columns 
of this paper to urge folks to not 
be in too much of a hurry to get 
onto that lawn. Spr ing is not here 
yet and much damage can be 
done if work is started to soon. 

These hints might be worth 
your reading. * 

LIME -The average lawn, if it 
is quite well stocked with Ken- 
tucky Bluegrass, Annual Blue 
grass and clover should be limed 
on the average of once every 
three years. This should be done 
just before the freezing in the 
fall or just before the thawing 
in the spring. Spread at rate 
averaging 40 to 75 lbs. per 1000 
square feet of lawn. (40x25 feet). 
If land lime is used reduce the 
rate one-third. 

ROLLING - Wait until the 
fr ost is out of the ‘ground and it 
has dried from the wet or soggy 
condition to where it is just 
moist.. Do not use too much 
weight. If a water weight roller 
is used keep the water level be- 
low full. Roll once not more. 
Too much rolling will seal the 
pores and suffocate the grass 
roots. They require air as well 
as water to live. 

FERTILIZER— Organic, such 
as Milorganite, may be applied 
even when there is a light cover 
of snow. In fact you can see just 
how much you put on and insure 
even coverage^ Chemical or mixed 
fertilizers should not be applied 
until growth has actually started 
and no additional freezes will oc- 
cur. Warning — if you stimulate 
your grass at this ( f rly season 
with a chemical fertilizer and a 
freeze hits it after growth is 
started you might get a bad kill 
and set the lawn back several 
weeks. No danger from organics, 
as (hey will not break down until 
moisture and heat are present. 

SEED — Grass seed should not 
be applied while the ground is 
wet, soggy and cold. It will rot 
rather than germinate. If you 
have some bare spots which must 
be covered now then plant com- 
mon ryegrass only as it will ger- 
minate at a temperature of 60 
degrees. For regular seed wait 
until perhaps April 15th or most 
of your seed will be wasted. Seed, 
that is high quality seed, is 
scarce and high in price this year.

SUMMONS TO ACTION: WRITE NOW 

The National Office of the League of Women Voter* has 
-ent out three call- to action, urging all member* to write to 
their congressional senators and representatives on the marters 
trie League regard* a*- the most important current, 

I he League -tand on sperifie measure* is determined under 
a program of basic principles adopted by the vote of the majority 
of it*' members. These three current measures, which League 
members are a>ked to urge their Congressmen to support, arc 
as follows: 

An atomic energy control measure which would establish 
a federal civilian control commission to supervise all research 
and application of atomic energy. The League holds that such 
supervision must he federal in scope because the interests in- 
volved are nationwide, that the commission should be civilian 
because the military use of such energy is onlv one of what 
will doubtless ultimately be many use- and also because the 
military service*. being charged with grave responsibilities for 
security, might tend to over-restriction and domination lest thev 
should fail in r heir special obligations. Therefore, thinks the 
League, a civilian commission can oversee the whole field with 
broader grasp and more equitable judgment. 

# The second matter on which the League seeks the supporting 
action of its member-, is the British loan. H Res 311 and S.Rcs. 
138. The following points are held noteworthy: While the loan is 
made to the British and they guarantee its repayment, it will 
open to trade with us. not only the United Kingdom, but alio 
the wide areas of the world 'in Asia, and Africa) where cur- 
rencies are tied to the British pound -and which will have to 
trade only with Britain if dollars are not made available to 
them. An American loan is the only fea.-ible source of such 
dollars: and the willingness of the Administration to make such 
a laree loan to Great Britain instead of referring her. with 
others, to the international hank, is due to the need of such h 
sizable sum to match the extent of the area involved. Further- 
more, t lie trade of this area will then be opened on the terms 
for which the T\ S. stands — a.- few barriers as possible. Also, 
the agreement engages the support of Britain for an international 
trade organization, which should, ultimately insure the harmon- 
ious development of worldwide commerce. 

The third League call is in support of the extension of price 
control. The League realizes that only volume of production, 
creating a vast stock of goods, is the final answer to the control 
of inflation; but. while production is getfing under way and 
until it can meet demand, price controls are necessary. No one 
denies that. O.P.A. has made mistakes, but. says the League, 
that does not invalidate the need for the system. Faulty details 
can he adjusted; general inflation could not be checked if the 
ceiling were off. If the#e were no temporary controls, the sky 
would he the limit on prices while goods are scarce, and the 
temptation would be great to keep them scarce.

Miss Merrill Dies 
Alter Assisting 
Victims of Accident 


Four persons were injured in 
an automobile accident Sunday 
afternoon on California street at 
Nevada street when the operator 
lost control of the car and It col- 
lided with a post. 

Miss Mary Merrill of 542 Cali- 
fornia street, a nurse’s aid, 
whose homo was near the scene 
of the accident, came to the aid 
of the injured persons, and while 
riding with two of them to the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, she 
collapsed and died. 

The operator of the car, Jacob

dead. Medical Examiner T. Mor- 
ton Gallagher pronounced her 
death due to a heart attack.

She had been employed 
by the John Hancock Insurance 
Company for 10 years, and was 
head of the index department. 
She was born in Claremont, New 
Hampshire, the daughter of Ken- 
neth J. and Emma (Holdsworth) 
Merrill. She is survived by a 
sister, Mildred, and a brother, 
Capt. Kenneth J. Jr., who served 
in the Engineer Corps, and is 
now at the Valley Forge General 
Hospital, Phoenixville, Pa.

In an interview granted to this reporter, Miss Gertrude E. 
Myles, Head of the French Department of Newton High School, 
announced that her department had started a project to send 
food, clothing, and comforts to needy French children overseas. 
They hope to sponsor eight needy youths of high school age 
whose names were secured through the Society for French Relief, 
of Newbury street, Boston. The Department plans to Send to each 
two ten-pound boxes per month for a period of one year. Through 
this effort to aid French youth the American youth will receive 
lessons In international relations. What better way to make 
friends? The project is being carried on after school by the 
students and their teachers. 

One of the many interested students went into a shoe repair 
store to purchase some leather soles for one of the overseas 
boxes. Upon hearing the story of the project the cobbler donated 
a pair of soles, a pair of heels, and six pairs of shoe laces. One 
parent left a thpee- pound can of the scarce Crisco in the main 
office of the High School for the project. 

When Miss Gertrude Myles was asked by your reporter why 
the students were doing this for perfect strangers, she replied, 
"It is only natural that French Departments in schools and col- 
leges of this country be extremely interested in the youth of 
France and in present day conditions in France. We are friends 
of France. We shall try to send items that are needed during 
the different seasons of the year." 

The contents of a typical box will be: 1 box spam, 1 box 
sardines, 1 lb. rice, 1 box macaroni, 1 box figs or dates, 2 cans 
of soup, 2 boxes pudding, some hard candies, 1 can cocoa, 1 can 
milk. 1 can baked beans, 2 bars of soap, 1 face cloth, 1 tooth 
brush, 1 tube of tooth paste, a few pencils, a notebook, a pad of 
paper. 

A new idea which has developed into a business was started 
a few weeks ago by a veteran who is quite well known to all 
"teen age" students in this city. This new business proves that a 
veteran who wants to get ahead in this city can. George Di- 
Matteo, Commander of American Legion Post 141 realized that 
Newton being a fairly large city with all types of business men , 
should have a 24-hour telephone answering service. He also had 
the foresight to realize that a professional listing and advertising 
service in the same office would not only aid the merchants of 
Newton but also the public at the same time. The reason that I 
am printing this story is simply to prove that a veteran does not 
need to loaf and get his $20 a week for 52 weeks and then gripe !

Bill — Do you know anything about this new flour and bread 
that the President ordered? It is a means to relieve the hunger 
and suffering of the world I suppose. Do you know what it is 
going to be like? Had we better stock up on some of the regular 
white flour? 

Jane — Don’t he silly, Bill, I hate hoarders, and besides, this 
new flour and bread will not he much different from the flour 
we are already used to. It is only slightly crcamish in color and 
has a bit more of a wheat v flavor. 

Bill —' The papers have said something about, it boing an 80 
per cent extraction flour. 1 suppose you know what that means. 

Jane — ■Well, yes. That means that, from each 100 pounds 
of wheat, the miller must gel at, least 80 pounds of flour instead 
of 72 pounds of flour he used to get. I read that this means a 
saving of 27 million bushels of wheat for shipment, to hungry 
nations. Great Britain is now using an 85 per cent extraction 
flour and France, a 90 per cent, extraction. 

Bill — Docs that mean that we don’t need to have- enriched 
white flour and bread any longer? Is that 80 per rent extrac- 
tion flour going to take its place? 

Jane — 1 was talking with one of the nutritionists from the 
Nutrition (’enter the other day about that. She was at one of 
our PTA meetings, and she said that we should still sponsor 
the enrichment of bread and flour, for this new flour will not 
take its place. Even if it is an 80 per cent extraction flour, 
it, does not furnish us with all the minerals and vitamins found 
in the whole grain product.

Another selection which the 
Glee Club specialized in and put 
over in good voice and in splen- 
did chorus was "Secrets” a col- 
lege song dedicated to former 
past president William P. Under- 
hill, which was sung so softly 
you could actually feel the whsp- 
ers. It was indeed a lovely choice. 
The finale was in different taste, 
and I’d say in good taste, for the 
close of the show. It was anoth- 
er famliar number "The Finale" 
from "The Gondaliers” a South 
American, fast tempo number 
which brought even more joy in- 
to the evening. A previous num- 
ber during the first part of the 
show was met with great delight 
. . that was the old and still 
popular "Casey Jones.” 

Alan Booth a graduate of New- 
ton High, 1942, and now in his 
last year at Oberlin College, re- 
turned to the stage he had gazed 
upon so often at high school 
shows never dreaming he would 
someday be a guest artist there 
also, and proved to an agreeable 
and appreciative audience that 
the talented young Negro pianist 
h&s developed musical ability and 
feeling and will go far in this 
field as a concert pianist. 

He chose two different and 
difficult numbers from Beethov- 
en and Chopin, but his profound 
understanding and interpreta- 
tion of the passages and his 
steady, cool and collected, slow 
and then hurried movements on 
the keys gave depth, color and 
brilliance to his selections. His 
"Sonata Opus 101” — Beethoven — 
is a mixture of the great compos- 
er's sombre messages. The sol- 
emnity, agony, and touching sad- 
ness was noticeable in the deft 
playing of the sonata. There 
was great dramatic feeling in 
the playing of the three move- 
ments in the Sonata which has 
that restless sadness and yet 
some outward gaity in the end. 
As for Chopin, Mr Booth chose 
"Berceuse” and the "Ballade 
Opus 23” two of the unfamiliar, 
comparable to those which have 
made such a hit wth the modern 
musical audience. However, ex- 
pressions and temper, softness 
and storm were superbly dis- 
played by the young artist. Cho- 
pin’s music is a little lighter and 
happier and the pianist did well 
in choosing his selections. 

As for the comedy, three "barb- 
er shop” quartets competed be- 
fore three comic ‘judges and an 
audience, singing and rollicking 
Gay Nineties selections. The 
team of Joseph E. McKenney, 
Kenneth D. Cox, Irving W. Mid- 
dleton and Charles E. Diehm as 
the four old Yale alumni who 
had never won a contest and 
were still trying, singing and 
clowning in their funny costumes 
to "In the Gloaming” and "The 
Man on the Flying Trapeze" were 
the winners.

Col. Richard H. ee of Newton, 
veteran of World War II, an at- 
torney and former member of the 
Board of Aldermen, was the 
speaker at the meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club last Friday 
at the Brae Burn Country Club. 
He was introduced by Ted Leon- 
ard and received an enthusiastic 
welcome home. 

Col. Lee was with an anti-air- 
craft outfit occupying the Moselle 
Valley in Germany. He vividly de- 
scribed the occupation of that 
j particular section by American 
troops up to September 1945, at 
which time he left there. Col. Lee 
said he could not say anything 
from his own experience beyond 
those which he incurred in the 
Moselle Valley. The largest cities, 
I.Ietz and Coblenz were devastat- 
ed and merely piles of rubble, 

| whereas in contrast the country- 
j side was untouched except for an 
' an occasional farm house which 
was destroyed because of sniping 
| actiivtles. Col. Lee stated that 
transportation in Germany had 
1 utterly broken down, even to the 
1 degree that cows were used to 
1 draw rather primitive vehicles 
and used as beasts of burden. He 
found in general the population 
to be well clothed and fed with 
ample reserve stocks in cellars. 
This, of course, applied to the 
countryside population rather 
than to the destroyed cities and 
their population. 

In answer to questions, Col. Lee 
stated that there was a possibil- 
ity that some ex-Nazi may have 
been used in reconstruction v<ork 
in Germany because after all, 
they were the only ones that 
knew something about the crip- 
pled utility and Svater systems. 
There was, of course, a straining

out process to detect former Nazi 
chieftains so that they might be 
properly disciplined. 

Relative to democracy becom- 
ing the ruling force in Germany, 
the Colonel stated that it was a 
long job so far as he could see 
requiring a lot of patience, states- 
manship, and interest, and unless 
it was handled In this fashion it 
would appear that the German 
population would only exchange 
one group of over-lords for an- 
other. 

In conclusion, Col. Lee stated 
that the German population In 
the Moselle Valley were making 
every attempt to co-operate with 
the armed forces in expenditing 
the carrying out of requests and 
commands, apparently in the 
hope that it was better to go 
along peacefully rather than to 
obstruct the work of occupation. 
It is felt among the Germans that 
in this manner they will be able 
to accomplish more for them- 
selves and for their own country 
than by treacherous tactics.

Last week a short article ap- 
peared In these columns warn- 
ing you against getting started 
too early with applications of 
seed and fertilizer. 

If the urge gets the best of 
you then here are some things 
you may do. 

RAKE THE LAWN -Just as 
soon as the ground has dried so 
you may walk and work on it 
without foot prints you may 
rake up the old leaves, twigs and 
drad clippings so the sun may 
get at the crowns of the dor 
mant grass. It is best to burn 
these sweepings as many weed 
seeds will be destroyed. 

ROLL as soon as the soil is 
reasonably dry but not soggy. 
Do not overdo this as you will 
suffocate the grass roots. 

Give your lawn a very close 
inspection and notice the voids 
Chose thin or bare spots) and 
make an estimate of the total 
square feet of them. Buy, but 
do not plant yet, enough seed 
to fill therti in along with a gen- 
erous overall application to 
thicken the general stand. The 
voids are no doubt made by 
death of weeds such as plaintain 
and dandelion or even crab 
grass. The former two will be 
with you again this year and 
the crab will come in unless a 
good stand of grass shades the 
soil. Later on we will tell you 
how to get rid of the plantain, 
chickweed, dandelion and other 
weeds by using 2.4D. 

Weeds are but nature's means 
of keeping the soil covered with 
growing plants to prevent ero- 
sion and excess evaporation. You 
can control weed growth largely 
with proper fertilization of the 
existing grass. Too many folks 
have starved their lawns by 
usir^ low analysis or insufficient 
fertilizer. Clippings when left 
where they fall will replenish 
most of the phosphorous and 
potash taken by grass growth 
but you must put the nitrogen 
back through additional fertil- 
izer applications. This may be 
done with two materials. The 
chemical organics will act faster 
and of course be used up quick- 
er. The organics will act slower 
but feed longer and more even- 
ly. Golf clubs find that heavier 
applications of organics, such as 
Milorganite, in the fall growing 
months from August 15 through 
October 15. followed by lighter 
applications in the spring feeds 
more to the grass and less to

bought its own equipment in- 
stead of renting it. often from 
the councilmen who were being 
underpaid ($600 a year). The 
councilmen now receive $4000 a 
year so that they need not be 
dishonest to live decently and 
still maintain public office. Un- 
der the guidance of the man- 
ager, the city has entered new 
businesses such as the operation 
of a salvage plant, building and 
maintenance of their own streets. 

The city employees have also 
benefited with an average raise j 
of $340 per person per year, and ! 
time and a half for overtime. | 

On the financial side, there has 
been a $10.40 decrease in the 
tax rate, and 55 per cent decrease 
in four years of debt and an 
$830,000 rise in the surplus. The 
city hasn’t had to borrow at all. 

Thus the overall result in Cam- 
bridge was summed up by Mr. 
McLaughlin as a “100 per cent 
accurate reflection of the voters 
in the government, better men 
running for office, and a modern, 
streamlined and efficient way to 
man a million dollar business.” 

Following McLaughlin’s talk 
the balance of the evening was 
devoted to questions. Some of 
the more pertinent questions and 
abstracts of McLaughlin’s an- 
swers follow: 

Q. “How does a $4000 salary 
of a councilman eliminate 
graft?” 

A. Previously some of the 
councilmen had no visible means 
of support outside of their five 
hundred a year salary and there- 
fore succumbed to temptation. 

Q. "What is the part of the 
Cambridge Civic Association in 
keeping government good?” 

A. It is a political pressure 
group of Cambridge citizens ac- 
tive in endorsing and support- 
ing candidates that they feel are 
competent, and in keeping issues 
before the council and the pub- 
lic. It combines all Cambridge 
political organizations except for 
the League of Women Voters 
because they felt the latter were 
doing too good and important 
a job to be merged with anyone, 
and besides, added Mr. McLaugh- 
lin, “you can’t win an argument 
with the women anyway.” 

Q. “What are the penalties for 
a councilor who tries to influence 
the manager in his appointment 
and removal powers?” 

A. $100 fine and possible jail 
sentence. 

Q. “If Cambridge had Mayors 
before like Childs and Goddard 
and Weeks wouldn’t they have 
the same results as now?’’ * 

A. No, any Mayor has to cater 
to public opinion on which he 
depends for votes. A manager 
can say to the pressure groups, 
“No. these savings belong to the 
general public.” 

Q. “What steps are necessary 
j for a city to adopt Plan E?” 

1 A. 10 per cent of the people 
j petition that It be placed on the 
ballot at the next election and 
I it is then voted on by the peo- 
ple. 

Q. “Has there been any change 
! in the per cent of the voters reg- 
; istered?” 

A. No, getting out the vote 
! is still the hardest thing a civic 
organization has to do. 

Q. “How is the manager re- 
moved?” 


A. At the pleasure of a ma- 
jority of the city council after 
public hearing. His only protec- 
tion is public opinion. 

Q. “What is the manager's 
salary?” 

A. $15,000 a year. 

Q. "Does the Mayor assign 
specific duties to the council?” 

A. Yes, he assigns committees 
which has the same effect as 
allotting work. 

Q. "Has Plan E ever failed?" 

A. Yes, It has been dropped 
in Toledo and Ashtabula, Ohio, 
and other cities mostly by being 
declared unconstitutional by the 
state court. (Editor's note- 
The latest statistics are that only 
14 per cent of municipalities that 
have adopted council-manager 
form have reconverted.) 

McLaughlin closed by again 
remiryling the audience that “a 
form of government as such can 
accomplish nothing with bad men 
running it,” and that "no gov- 
ernment is better than the com- 
munity wants it to be.’’ Plan E 
provides a better and more effi- 
cient machinery through which 
to manage the affairs of govern- 
ment, but the primary need is 
still "good men and an alert 
public to keep good men in 
office.” 

Roy S. Edwards, president of 
the Chamber, was master of 
ceremonies and head table guests 
included Mayor and Mrs. Paul 
M. Goddard, Mr. and Mrs. Thom- 
as L. Gill; President William H. 
Sullivan of the Kiwanis Club; 
President Warren W. Oliver of

Frank H. Townsend, executive 
secretary of the Cambridge 
Chamber of Commerce; Miss 
Adelaide B. Ball, president of 
the Newton Federation of Wo- 
men's Clubs; Mrs. Hazel Tarbox, 
president of Newton Zonta Club; 
and Mrs. EaH B. Millard, presi- 
dent of the Newton League of 
Women Voters.

You have to dig the treas- 
ures ou.. The truths are there. They 
are priceless, vital, healing. 

The other day a Christian Science 
practitioner told me that she was 
called to a home where au individual 
was seeking Christian Science help 
for the first time. She said to the 
woman there, "Have you a Bible?" 
The woman replied: "Why, yes, we 
have a Bible somewhere here. We 
keep it tied up " 

Well, it's the first time I ever hemd 
of tying up a Bible! There are some 
things it probably would be a good 
plan to tie up. It made mi think ol 
the lit: le girl who told a visiting m.i 
istei , I know everything that s m 
tha Bible You know, that s a uretty 


big ordrr for n little girl— to know 
everything that's m the Bible And 
so. lovingly he said to her. "1 wish 
you'd tell me. I'd like to know " And 
without a moment's hesitation she 
started right In. She said. "There Is 
Grandn.a’s picture, two pressed 
leaves, that old letter oi Daddy's, and 
a recipe for gingerbread " Of course 
her Bible might Just as well have 
been tied up. 

Let us seriously look Into the Bible 
and not Just between it.s pages. Let 
us see what it teacl.e about God It 
tells us that God Is divine reality 
the only reality there is. That God 
Is infinite divine presence, the limit- 
less power of good, the ever-present 
divine intelligence or Mind, divine 
Love, the eternal Life of man. ever- 
present Spirit, SOul, the spiritual 
console sness of man. It tells us, in 
the words of Paul, that wc live. move, 
and have our existence in God. in 
this eternal, unchanging spiritual 
consciousness. It tells us that God 
alone created man— in God's likeness 
—and endowed man with dominion 
over all. 

Christian Science Practicallres Bible 
Truths 

For centuries these great truths 
about reality, about God and man, 
have been recorded, but generally 
have no; been accepted or effectually 
used. Less than eighty years ago. a 
Christlike New England woman, 
searching the Bible pages for Truth, 
caught the practical aspect of God 
and of prayer to God. which healed 
her and has since healed a multitude 
of others. That woman. Mary Baker 
Eddy. said. "We are tired of theoretic 
husks" (Miscellaneous Writings, p. 
369). I her textbook on Christian 
Science, called "Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures." she 
writes ip. 261). "Hold thought stead- 
fastly to the enduring, the good, and 
the true, and you will bring these 
into your experience proport ionnbly 
to their occupancy of your thoughts." 

Living In the Divine Presence 

Christian Science tenches you to 
pray simply by just knowing the 
truth— by just realizing, a. the Bible 
teaches, that the divine presence is 
right here now. You pray, too, when 
you expel the belief from your think- 
ing tha t there is any other or oppo- 
site presence. You can know that 
wherever your boy or other boys may 
be tonight, that right there is the 
presence o’ God, infinite spiritual 
nsciousness, the realm of the ac- 
tual and real Know that they live, 
move, am have their existence in 
God. and God alone. Reject the 
mental concept that would see them 
in a material realm of war. danger, 
destruction, and death. Repudiate 
such a concept as a counterfeit be- 
lief of the carnal mind. 

In iike manner, become conscious 
that all the power that exists is di- 
vine, spiritual, good— is God. That 
you. your bov and other boys are 
subject alone to that power which 
protects, guards, sustains, and heals: 
for each one lives, moves, and has his 
existence in the realm of the spirit- 
ual. the divine, the real, the actual 
not the mortal, the material, the ap- 
parent. and unreal. You live in God 
now and eternally. God is eternal 
Life, and God is your eternal Life. 
To know it is to pray, and to know 
or be conscious of the truth is to be 
made free from its opposing beliefs. 
The important thing, though, is to 
know it. Jesus didn’t say that you 
could be made free by hearing the 
truth or by reading the truth, but. 
of course, it is a good plan to hear 
and to read, then you have something 
I to know. But the vital thing is to 
• know the truth. To have a conviction 
that it is true and real and actual, 
here and now— to be at peace in that 
consciousness. 

Correcting Beliefs of the Carnal 
Mind 

When the first chapter of Genesis 
finished telling about man, it used 
this statement, "And God saw every 
thing that he had made. and. be- 
hold. it was very good." "All rignt." 
someonj says, "where do these things 
that aren't good come from?" I like 
the way Paul explained it when he 
referred to them as beliefs of "the 
carnal mind." Now, how simple it Is, 
when anything presents itself to you 
which is not Godlike, to repudiate 
and cast it out. not for what it claim 
to be, but for what it is— a counter- 
feit belief of the carnal mind. And 
Paul said. "The carnal mind is en- 
mity against God,” 

Oh. by the way. did you ever see 
a counterfeit three-dollar bill? No, 
, of course not. The reason you never 
did is because there isn't any real 
j three-dollar bill. The obvious lesron 
is that you'll never have a counvmfeit 
of anything that Isn't real. And also 
the additional lesson that if you ever 
find a counterfeit you know there 
had to be a real before that counter- 
feit could be made. So. when you 
repudiate a counterfeit belief ol the 
carnal mind because it is not God- 
like. always see what the spiritual 
; truth, fact or quality is. recognize 
and claim it as part of your birth- 
right as the son of God. This is the 
second kind of prayer, the prayer of 
spiritual understanding. 

Knowing Man as the Son of God 

Let us look into the Bible again, 
and see what the Bible leaches about 
you. about man. I wish you would 
think of what I am going to say to 
you just as a woman did the other 
night She came back after the lec- 
ture and said: "You know, it was 
just as if everything you said, were 
said just to me— not to anyone else 
here It was just as though there 
was no one else here, except Just 
you and me, and all you said was 
just made for me." I wish you would 
think of what I am going to say 
about you jus: that way. 

How does Christian Science tell 
you to utilize the Bible teaching that 
God created man in His likeness, and 
endowed him with dominion over all? 
By realizing that God alone created 
! you— created you in God's likeness 
and endowed you with dominion over 
everything unlike God, That is a 
wonderful truth to know. Truly, to 
do that ts to pray. And repudiate 
the thought which says that you 
were born materially and that you 
j are a corporeal mortal trying to be- 
come spiritual. You are in reality 
already spiritual. That is the way 
God made you. but you need to know 
it. to become conscious of it. to have 
the conviction of It. Christian Sci- 
ence utilizes that thought of the be- 
loved apostle, John, where he said 
' Now are we the sons of God." It 
tells you to claim it. Now. am I the 
son of God -Godlike spiritual. per- 
fect. joyful, free, triumphant That's 
he truth about you. To know it is 
to pray, and to know the truth is to 
be made free. 

One evening a woman told me that 
he felt it was asking too much lor 
any listener, during the lecture, to 
do what I recommended tin* audienu 
do in this next thought She said 
"You ougm to call that Homework 
and iu k folks to do it titer the) g< ' 


home and can give it proper time and 
thought. So. lot's call It. homework. 
Here it Is. 

Tonight, in the quiet of your 
thought . take a good look at who* 
vou have been thinking about your- 
<cll Just ns you wash dirt from 
vour hands -the dirt Is no part of 
your hands— just so mentally cleanse 
and purge your thinking of every 
concept of yourself that Is less than 
Godlike. They are nothing but be- 
liefs of the carnal mind The beliefs 
of the carnal mind are to be recog- 
nized as counterfeits, and repudiated 
'I non replace them with the opposite 
spiritual truths, spiritual qualities 
which are your birthright as a son 
of God. po not stop until you car 
see yourself as God's perfect expres- 
sion— as you really are. 

But that Is Just part of your home- 
work, and perhaps the easier part. 
Next, purge your thinking of every 
ungodlike concept of those around 
you— in the home, church, business, 
and social circles. Keep purging your 
thinking until you can see only the 
likeness of God In them all. Now. 
that is effectual prayer It is know- 
ing the truth in a most practical way 
It heals. 

Let me tell you just now effectual 
that kind of prayer is. Eleven years 
ago. a Chicago businessman found 
himself in constant pain, and losing 
considerable weight. Three physi- 
cians diagnosed his condition as an 
advanced case of cancer, and held 
out little hojx In desperatioi the 
man went to a Christian Science 
practitioner, who recognized that 
what the man really needed to be 
healed of were false and ungodlike 
concepts of Ills family and business 
associates, for his thinking was fined 
with resentment, hatred, and bitter- 
ness toward them. The practitioner 
set the man to work at once cleans- 
ing his thinking about himself and 
his brothers. The man set to work 
to transform and spiritualize his 
thinking, ma flng love the motive 
power for every thought, attitude, 
word. and % act. He expressed that 
quality of * spiritual receptivity. He 
didn't ask or wish someone else to do 
his work for him.

Let us follow him on one of Ills 
healing journeys. Ho used to walk 
with his disciples, going from one 
town to another, preaching and dem- 
onstrating the Christ. On one occa- 
sion, they were approaching the gate 
of the city of Nain when they were 
met. by a funeral procession, The 
Bible tells us (Luke 7:12-15) they 
were carrying out a dead man, t he 
only son of a widow, and adds. "And 
much people of the city was with 
her." What an opportunity for Jesus 
to convincingly present the healing 
Truth, the Christ, to all those people t 

Let me Interrupt for a moment to 
ask: What is the truth the Christ - 
truth of that situation, which he said 
we are to know, and whirl) would 
raise the dead? Is it not this— Mint 
right there was the presence of eter- 
nal Life. God 0 And that man lives, 
moves, breathes, and has his being, 
his existence unchangingly, in that 
Life? The Master turned to that 
widow compassionately, nnd said 
"Weep not." He knew she had no 
occasion to weep, even if she and the 
multitude thought otherwise. Then 
he turned to the son and said. 
"Young man. I say unto thee. Arise," 
and he "sat up, and began to speak." 
That was the application of the 
Christ: that was the knowing of the 
truth that mr.kes free. It was not a 
person Jesus, who healed. It was 
the Christ, the truth which Jesus 
knew. And the Bible says that all 
those people glorified God. 

The Chrisi Raises the Dead Today 

Jesus gave us a promise. Think of 
this, too. as a promise made to you 
individually. He said, "Verllv, verily, 
I say unto you, He that believeth on 
me I that is, he that believeth the 
Christ, the Truth J. the works that 1 
do shall he do also." ’’’hat is a prom- 
ise. No promise of the Master ever 
failed. 

Let me tell you of a modern fulfill- 
ment of that promise. Some years 
ago, a nine-year-old boy was -flay- 
ing on the roof of a three-story 
apartment building. He was up there 
with some other boys. He tried to 
jump to the roof of the adjoining 
building, just a few feet away, but 
his legs just weren't long enough. 
He landed on a concrete pavement 


Bystanders picked him up and 
rushed him to a hospital. The hos- 
pital authorities phoned his home 
Thev said: "Your boy met with an 
accident. He has just been brought 
into our hospital We’ve examined 
him He's dead." At that moment in 
that home were two earnest Chris- 
tian Scientists who believed the 
truth, who had a conviction of the 
Christ. They repudiated the picture 
presented as a counterfeit belief of 
the carnal mind They held to the 
spiritual facts of the presence of 
eternal Life, and man living eter- 
nally and unchangeably in that pres- 
ence. in that eternal Life. One of 
them called a Christian Science prac- 
titioner and asked that the con- 
sciousness of the eternality of that 
boy's life be upheld. Think of that 
She didn't ask that he be raised 
from the dead, no! She. asked that 
the consciousness of the eternality 
of that boy's life be upheld. That's 
knowing the truth. That is the 
prayer of spiritual understanding. A 
little while later that day. the hos- 
pital authorities discovered that boy 
breathing again. There was no ex- 
planation they could oflei . Prayer in 
Christian Science was continued, and 
three days later that boy regained 
consciousness. Now, I say to you 
just what I want to read to you from 
the Acts of the Apostles in the Bible 
Paul said this to King Agrippa, and 
I say it to you: "Why should it be 
thought a thing incredible with you. 
that God should raise the dead?" It 
should not. When Jesus said, "Ye 
shall know the truth." he said It 
would make you free, and he put no 
limitations whatever upon what it 
would free you from. It frees you 
from whatever is unlike God. 

The other evening a man said to 
me after hearing that experience, 
But where Is that boy today? It 
seemed to mo t hat I sensed a little 
skepticism in his voice and thought 
It was really thrilling to Joyously an- 
swer, "He's In active service in the 
United States Navy." 

Jesus ° omises the Comforter. 

Christian Science 

Before his ascension, the Master 
said, "And 1 will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another Com- 
forter, . . even the Spirit of truth." 
There we are. right buck to Truth 
ugain. The Spirit of truth" the 
truth that makes free, and which 
only requires knowing or conviction 
to be operative in your experience 
For three Hundred years alter itial 
promise was made Christian healing 
flourished. It was common to taise 


the dead. Then followed centuries 
of religious darkness. The promised 
Comforter was only awaiting l he 
consciousness sufficiently clear, spir- 
itually, to discern its presence nnd 
purpose. Mary Baker Eddy, n gentle 
woman, who from childhood had 
been accustomed to talking with God 
in prayer, did discern that promised 
Comforter, through inspiration and 
revelation, an 1 appropriately named 
her discovery Christian Science, be- 
cause it is the Science of the healing 
Christ. 

Mary Baker Eddy 

Mrs. Eddy's love of God was early 
instilled in her by a devout mother, 
and before she was ten years old she 
had already become a devout student 
of the Bible. The Inspiration she 
gnined from the Scriptural example 
of Daniel, who withdrew three times 
a day to pray, aroused in that little 
girl a desire to do likewise. So, up In 
that New England farmhouse she 
retired to the woodshed where she 
could pray without being disturbed, 
not three times a day, but seven. 
Each time after praying, she made 
a chalk mark on the side of the 
woodshed lest she forget to fulfill 
her full daily obligation of prayer. 
Isn’t it natural that the child-heart 
that reached out in trustful prayer 
to God to bless a needy world should 
be rewarded by that spiritual light 
through which God revealed to her 
the Comforter, Christian Science? 
This unfoldment came as soon as 
her more matured spiritual thought 
enabled her to nurture, protect, and 
demonstrate it. Thus God prepared 
and selected her ns the revelator of 
HLs Science of the Christ. Thus she 
also became recognized by tlw world 
as the Discoverer of Christian 
Science. 

As a result of her devotion there 
is found nowhere in modern history 
another such record of answered 
prayer in healing the sick, trans- 
forming the sinner, and awakening 
the deadened consciousness, as we 
find recorded and authenticated In 
the works of that dear, unselfish 
woman. Were it not for her prayer- 
inspired consecration to God, which 
caused her to spiritually discern and 
freely share Christian Science, I 
would not be here today. Neither 
would many of you in this audience. 

She gave us a prayer of which she 
spoke as “my prayer.” It is the last 
verse of her poem "Christ My Ref- 
uge.” It would be wonderful if ev- 
eryone here called it “my prayer" 
and lived it. It reads (Poems, p. 13) : 
j "My prayer, some daily good to do 
To Thine, for Thee; 

An olTering pure of Love, whereto 
God leadeth me.” 

Mary Baker Eddy is gratefully 
reverently, and universally recog- 
nized today not only os the Discov- 
erer of Christian Science, and the 
Founder of the Church of Christ, 
Scientist, but, through her inspired 
writings, as the present and forever 
Leader of this great world-wide 
Cause of Christian Science. Chris- 
; tian Scientists are deeply grateful to 
her for what she has done, and for 
what she, through her writings, is 
doing for them and for the world 
j today. 

Healing Power of the Prayer of 
Gratitude 

Have you ever realized that grati- 
tude to Goa Is prayer? It Is most 
effective prayer; perhaps much more 
10 than many of you realize. It is the 
fourth kind of prayer I wish to tell 
vou about. 

Some years ago, a woman was con- 
fined to her bed with a condition of 
malignant growth. She was under 
the care of a Christian Science prac- 
titioner and a Christian Science 
nurse. They worked faithfully, but 
months passed with no progress. She 
became disheartened. The practi- 
tioner prayed for more spiritual light. 
He came to her home one morning 
and he said, "I want you to do some- 
thing today, more than you've done 
heretofore." She said, “I’ll do any- 
thing; I'm desperate." He said, "I 
want you to open your heart in grati- 
tude to God. and pour it out con- 
tinually." She shook her head. She 
said : “Please don’t ask me to do that. 
I’ll do anything I can, but I can’t do 
that. I haven’t got anything to be 
grateful for, truly I haven’t." She 
said: “Here I am in such a desperate 
condition. We're head over heels in 
debt. There is so much discord 
around. Truly, I haven't a thing to 
be grateful for." He said: "Let’s see. 
now: let’s just lift our thought and 
see. Can you be grateful to God, can 
vou thank God that right here where 
you are is the healing presence of 
God, and that you are living, mov- 
ing. breathing, and having your be- 
ing in that presence and nowhere 
else?" She thought a moment, and 
then said: "That is true, I can be 
grateful for it. I can thank God for 
it, and I will." "All right,” he said. 
“Let's lift our thought again. Can 
you thank God, can you be grateful 
to God that every bit of this oppres- 
sive sense is not of God’s creating, 
therefore is not real or true, and can 
no more stand in your experience be- 
fore the conviction of the truth rhan 
darkness can stand when you bring 
in light?" She said: "I know it. I 
know it's true, and if 1 know it's true, 
r.f course I can be grateful for it, and 
I will." He said: "Let's lift our 
thought again. Can you thank God 
that God alone created you? Can 
you be grateful that God has main- 
tained His perfect and unchanged 
creation? That you are wholly spir- 
itual. perfect, free, joyful, trium- 
phant. now?" She said: "Of course 1 
can. I see what I need to do. It isn't 
difficult. I'vi only got to recognize 
what Is actual and be grateful for it. 
I can do it. and I will do it." The 
practitioner had the nurse get a pad 
and a pencil. Then he started that 
woman .scribbling off her thoughts ol 
gratitude as fast as they came to her 
Then he said, "Tonight, and each 
succeeding night until you are healed, 
and know it, I want you to have 
those sheets put into an envelope and 
mailed to me." The next morning In 
the mail was an envelope from that 
woman. The practitioner opened it, 
and there were sixteen letter-size 
sheets filled with grntltude to God. 
That very day that condition dis- 
solved and passed out of that wom- 
ans experience. I don't think we 
half realize what a potent spiritual 
force wc have here at. hand to work 
with. Cultivate that attitude of con- 
stant thankfulness to God— not Just 
for apparent- blessings, but much 
more for the spiritual realities un- 
seen to the senses. 

Prayer of Consecration Must 
Effectual 

I want to tell you about a fifth 
kind of prayer. It Is the most effec- 
tual kind of prayer I know. It is the 
prayer of consecration. It's so sim- 
ple. You know whut the Master ad- 
monished He said. "Not my will, but 
Urine, bi done " That's the basis of 
consecration You know how an in- 
dividual starts out -tries to do every- 
thing on his own, and after a while, 
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when he finds It doesn't work, then he 
tries to use God. Well, that's all right, 
but It's like getting halfway up the 
stairs and being left halfway up. You 
can't get anywhere halfway up the 
stairs. Then comes consecration. In- 
stead of trying to use God to get 
what you think you want or need, 
let God use you, to unfold HLs will 
and plan for you. That is consecra- 
tion. That prayer never falls of an 
answer. You know, mast folks Just 
pray for what they want. That’s the 
common concept of prayer— to ask 
for what you want. One time a little 
boy, whase parents had never given 
him any real or proper reason for 
praying, was asked by a minister, 
"Johnny, do you pray every night?" 
Instantly, Johnny replied: "Why 
should I? Some nights I don’t want 
anything." 

The Individual who, In consecra- 
tion, prays God to use him or her to 
unfold the divine will and plan, and 
consistently seeks to follow each di- 
vine impulse, In that very attitude 
lives the prayer of consecration. Let 
me tell you of an instance of it. 

A seventeen-year-old Sunday school 
boy went away to college. He put up 
a sign over his desk reading, "Mysell 
Third." This meant nothing to the 
fellows, and, of course, they all 
wanted to know what it meant; and, 
wisely, he would not tell them. 
Finally, a while later, his roommate 
pressed him, and he said to his room- 
mate: "I’ll be glad to tell you. I 
didn't want to say anything about It 
until I could really make It work. 
Now, I’ll be glad to tell you." And 
before I tell you folks what that boy 
told his roommate, I’d just like to 
say this, If you haven’t a better basis 
for inspiring your thinking, your mo- i 
tlves, your attitude toward others, 
your words, and your actions, think 
about what this boy did and follow 
his example. This boy told his room- 
mate: "When I went away to college, 
my mother asked me to do three 
things in any situation which came 
up. She said, 'Always put God, Prin- 
ciple, and your highest sense of right, 
first; service to others, second; 
yourself, third.’ And, so I wouldn’t 
forget It, I put up the sign ’Myself 
Third.’ " I am told that there are 
many "Myself Third" signs over 
aesks, work benches, and kitchen 
sinks as humble testimony of the 
earnest desire in the hearts of so 
many individuals to Uve that most 
effectual prayer of consecration. 

Conset ration Saves Soldier from 
Death and Blindness 

Here Is an example of the prayer 
of consecration. It is a most beau- 
tiful instance of its protecting and 
healing influence. An army private 
wrote me these two letters. I want 
to read them to you. He gave me 
nis permission to use them, ana . 
share them with you. You’ll lovi 
them, and you’ll never forget tht 
lesson in them. The first letter reads: 

I guess you knew we made the land- 
ing at Anzio. Well, on the way into 
the beach, I had a hymn in my mind 
—‘Shepherd show me how to go' iby 
Mrs. Eddy|. I never knew the words 
to that hymn until that time and 
they just came to me. i have often 
thought that I’ve had so many mira- 
cles as the fellows would say, but we 
know that these were and are Just 
God's ,) esents. One thing 1 am, oh, 
so grateful for Is the time I spent up 
on the line, that I had complete 
confidence in God’s protection. Not 
once diJ fear enter my conscious- 
ness. I hope that some day I will be 
able to help others find the light. 1 
have had something when I’ve been 
able to help others. A buddy of mine 
in my outfit had been hit in the arm. 
and it left his right hand stiff. He 
was striving for something and so 1 
have been reading the Lesson to him 
and have lent him my books to read. 
Well, last Sunday he told me that he 
is overcoming the condition with his 
hand. I only wish 1 had a firmer 
knowledge so I could help him more. 

"I want you to know how much 
help Christian Science has been in 
this turmoil. I feel that I have gained 
a power, or shall I say. accepted it? j 
I am ever so grateful. I’ve con- ! 
stantly held to ’the scientific state- 
ment of being’ [Science and Health, 
p. 468], and also the twenty-third 
Psalm. I always have clung to these. 
The fourth verse of the twenty-third 
Psalm is so comforting.” Now, that 
is the end of his first letter. Before 
l read the second, I want to quote 
that verse, be ause of what follows. 
"Yea, though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, I will 
Tear no evil: for thou art with me.” 

fere's the second letter: "I have 
had the most wonderful demonstra- 
tion. I am the only one o four who 
is alive. We were sitting in a Jeep 
when a shell blew it out from under 
us. Well, T landed in the hospital- 
blind. That buddy of mine read the 
Lesson to me every day, and I have : 
been healed of that condition of 
blindness, and am O. K." 

Can you ever doubt the effective- 
ness of the prayer of consecration 
after listening to those letters?— a 
lad not yet twenty, impelled by con- 
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icratlon, rescued from death, nnd 
then from blindness. You ask how 
you, here, can better live the prayer 
of consecration? By not being sat- 
isfied with selfish material thinking 
and living, but by humbly, meekly, 
lifting your hearts to think nnd live 
unselfishly, with each thought, mo- 
tive, word, and act under the divine 
impulse. By seeking to give, to shnre, 
to help, not ;o get, to have, or to be 
served by others. To make each mo- 
ment of each day an occasion to 
bless others and glorify God, to pray 
consistently for our men in service, 
and for others whase needs seem 
greater than your own.

The Finance Committee recom- 
mended only two cuts in the 
mayor’s figures and the board 
unanimously accepted the com- 
mittee’s report.

Editor of the Graphic: 

, Although I am Just an humble 
' citizen of Newton, and have nev- 
er held a public office, I still feel 
a deep interest in the discussion 
regarding a manager for our 
city. 

While Newton has always been 
remarkably free from corrupt 
politics, still it must be borne in 
| mind that the population of the 
city is mounting with great ra- 
pidity: and with it there is bound 
to be increasing liability of less 
care In the selection of its elect- 
ed officials. Such is the case with 
all other cities, so why not ex- 
pect that the same situation will 
sooner or later prevail here? 
Consequently this would seem 
to be the time to look ahead into 
the future, and create the means 
for meeting and defeating the 
evil that attends corrupt politics 
before it rears its ugly head 
within our midst. 

The greatest argument in fav- 
or of having a city manager is 
the fact that wherever it has 
been tried, it has proved to be 
a success; and with few excep- 
tions municipal government has 
greatly Improved under such a 
system. 

Newton has now become a 
city of some 75,000 people. Its 
3ize warrants having a man at 
the head of its affairs who can 
devote every effort and all of his 
time, to directing and guiding 
its business. Such a man should 
be paid what he is worth and. in 
my humble opinion, a salary pf 
ten thousand dollars would not 
be too much to pay a skilled and 
competent city manager. 

The very fact that he is hired, 
rather than elected, places him 
in a position where his services 
can be dispensed with if he 
proves himself unfit for the job. 
Politics would not enter into the 
matter, and neither would friend- 
ship. He should come to the city 
a complete stranger, except for 
the knowledge that we have of 
his fitness for the task in hand. 
He would thus begin work with 
no strings tied to him: no poli- 
j tical debts to be paid; and no 
interests to bo considered ex- 
cept the interests of the city as 
a whole. 

If anybody has a good reason 
for NOT placing our city’s af- 
fairs in the care of such a per- 
son, it would be extremely inter- 
esting to hear his side of the dis- 
cussion. T shall watch the Gra- 
phic with interest and hope that, 
through its columns, the sub- 
ject of a city manager will be 
fully discussed from all angles.

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

On outline of proportional rep- 
resentation and Plan E Manager 
form of government, as specific- 
ally the experience of Cam- 
bridge, was very capably given 
to a large group of Newton's 
substantial citizens last week. 
However, it appeared to the 
writer that few realized that 
while within a single generation 
the council-manager type of gov- 
ernment has spread its benefits 
to more than 500 cities and 
counties, only a small number 
of cities have attempted the 
specific form, Plan E. The Coun- 
cil-Manager form of government 
is widely established. 

Doubtless as Newton has had 
its own type of city charter, 
certain considerations apply that 
need special study. In many re- 
spects the problem of the thir- 
teen villages held in seven wards # 
has operated well in the repre- 
sentation of twenty-one aldermen 
from all sections. Yet, the es- 
sence of consideration in Newton 
is not one as to political aspects. 
There is little interest in PR or 
a smaller Council. No reflection 
falls upon past or present Mayors 
with the very wide scope of duty 
falling upon them as civic in- 
terest has developed and the in- 
creased population multiplied 
their calls for specific attention 
to* matters of a varied nature. 
The question in Newton is 
whether any man without speci- 
fic, necessary, modern training 
and experience may assume suc- 
cessfully the head and direction 
of the business side of a city 
operation, whose many financial 
transactions total something over 
$20,000,000.00 annually. What 
would any corporation with such 
a volume of business do in se- 
lection of its general manager? 

Is it not apparent that placing 
the actual management of the. 
business affairs of the City in 


the hands of a trained, experi- 
enced, capable manager would 
cause a diminution of partisan 
or factional influence over the 
government It has been shown 
that councils have appointed city 
managers without regard for 
their political affiliations, and 
that these managers, influenced 
by the nature of their Jobs and 
the ethical standards of their 
association, throw their influence 
into the support of impartial ad- 
ministration. Such interruptions 
as have occurred in manager 
forms of government have been 
where political groups have in- 
truded their opposition success- 
fully and succeeded in regaining 
control. 

Management of Newton's gov- 
ernmental business is a big job 
which obviously in normal course 
requires full time of a general 
head, and requires pretraining 
as well as much current study 
to maintain a progressive muni- 
cipality. These studies involve 
modern economies and the ever- 
lasting problem of how to sup- 
ply the increased demands of 
modern tastes for the least out- 
lay. Aldermen have nothing to 
do with administration, except 
to check appropriations and to 
legislate, generally speaking. 

0 How many people of Newton 
know that the City Budget voted 
last week was 54% higher than 
the general departmental ex- 
penditures of 1928 and 24% 
higher than the average for the 
past 18 years? Who believes 
that the increased burdens of 
efficient operating as suggested 
by these figures should rest in 
the hands of one of our finest 
and most popular citizens, duly 
elected, who, however, may not 
have had the special municipal 
training and executive experience 
of this particular field of life 
work? 

Does it not become obvious 
that the nub of the question lies 
in the point: “Would Newton get 
more for the dollar spent?" or 
"If experience proves that city- 
managership obtains more for 
the dollar spent, would not city- 
managership also allow us to set 
our dollar goals lower and re- 
quire fewer tax dollars?" 

The general problem of the 
wisdom of regular, uninterrupt- 
! cd, continuously efficient man- 
agement of City government in 
Newton makes the discussion of 
the City-Manager form of gov- 
ernment an important question, 
but the main problem is whether 
Plan E with P.R. or a modified 
type may not be the wisest se- 
lection for this City. A com- 
petent, representative group of 
citizens might accomplish much 
I in deevloping the answer and 
. the Chamber of Commerce, com- 
prised of business men, has done 
well to bring the subject into 
open discussion.

Let's talk no more of war! The UNO is at our gates. This 
week the Security Council met at Hunter College. The Secre- 
tary-General will establish the organization at its temporary 
headquarters and begin collecting a staff; the old League of 
Nations will formally dissolve, and its assets will he turned over 
to the United Nations. Sixteen months after the Dumbarton 
Oaks plan was presented to the world we have a full-fledged 
organization, 51 nations strong, growing and so far undaunted 
by the multiplicity of problems in the post victory world. 

A start was made at t hr first meeting in London. The orig- 
inal plan was to keep it strictly organizational hut the pressure 
of events forced the Assembly to face such vital questions as 
Refugees. Trusteeships, the Free Press, Food, and Atomic En- 
ergy. In the Security Council the problems of Iran. Greece, 
Indonesia and Syria and Lebanon were taken up one hv one. 
Senator Vandenburg said on His return to the Senate: ''The 
amazing thing is not that at London there were areas of dis- 
agreement. but that the areas of agreement were so vast and 
so significant ... in 37 days the United Nations turned a blue- 
print into a going concern.” 

The United Nations lias gotten off to a good start, let u§ 
now go on to improve it. Probably one reason that the areas 
of agreement was so large is that every statesman knows that 
for the moment his people are united in a demand for peace. 
If the PEOPLE OF THE GREAT POWERS exert all their 
influence iu this direction, then the United Nations CANNOT 
fail. 


while Newton’s is honest but of 
questionable efficiency. 

Murray Seasongood, of Cincin- 
nati, a noted authority on city 
government, in his Godkin lec- 
tures at Harvard, lamented the 
fact that usually a city would 
not take action in government 
reform until its condition had 
sunk to the lowest level. Conse- 
quently Newton might do well 
to give consideration now to the 
proportional representation — 
small council — city manager 
plan before unforeseen conditions 
dictate its adoption. 

It might be well to have an 
expert and unbiased investiga- 
tion and report on the condition 
of Newton. A competent report 
could be obtained from thp Na- 
tional Municipal League of New 
York. 

Perhaps we would find we are 
not getting 100 cents value per 


dollar on our tax money. Per- 
haps we would find our city 
| planning had been stalled too 
long and that improvements, at 
Newton Corner and elsewhere, 
were badly needed. Perhaps we 
would find our council (alder- 
men) too large and too poorly 
paid to render satisfactory serv- 
ice. (Editor’s note, Newton Aider- 
men receive no pay for their 
services). Perhaps under Plan 
E we could get even better 
mayors than has been our lot. 
Perhaps a trained city manager 
would take a great burden off 
less expert citizens. Perhaps 
proportional representation would 
give minorities a voice in city 
affairs. Perhaps our citizens 
would then take elections more 
seriously. Perhaps a good many 
weaknesses in our present New- 
ton system would be corrected.

Spring lawn Care 

This is the third of a short 
series of frank expressions on the 
care of your lawn. 

We have already discussed 
liming, rolling, fertilizing, seed- 
ing and raking so now we will 
talk about mowing. 

Mowing of the lawn is an essen- 
tial part of promoting healthy 
growth and keeping the stems or 
leaves in an upright condition 
and at a beautiful green color. 

Too many folks like to skin 
their grass down and keep it 
short. This is just an open-house 
invitation to the millions of weeds 
brought in by the winds, dogs, 
birds and foot traffic to take 
hold and set up for good. 

Set your mower to cut not 
closer than from 1H to lVa inches 
high. This will retain the moist- 
ure, keep the sun from the coil 
and stop weed germination. Cut 
it again when it is from 3 Vi to 
3 inches high. If the growth 
is dense you may elect to rake 
the. clippings, if thin then let 
them fall to cover the soil. 
Shady areas present another 
problem if the clippings are left 
so it might be wise to remove 
them. Crab grass does not germ- 
inate in the shade and drying out 
is not common hence the need of 
the clippings is lessened,

Highway Accidents 
Up 50 Per Cent 
According to Kiwanis

Mr. .William F. Higgins of the 
Massachusetts Registry of Motor 
Vehicles, speaking at the Newton 
Kiwanis Club’s noon meeting at 
the YMCA, Wednesday, declared 
that accidents on the highways 
increased 30 per cent in the two 
weeks following V-J Day, and 
were up 60 per cent by October of 
last year. 

The accident rate is increasing 
so alarmingly throughout the na- 
tion, Mr. Higgins said, with as 
many as 45,000 persons killed by 
automobiles in one year, 1,000,500 
injured — 40,000 of them crippled 
for life, that President Truman 
has called for a meeting of all 
the motor vehicle registrars in 
t)ie country to meet with na- 
tional authorities in an effort to 
stem the high accident ratio and 
promote safety on the highways. 

Speed and carelessness, plus 
the average human's belief that 
accidents happen to the other fel- 
low, are the underlying causes of 
a majority of accidents, the 
speaker continued. Teen agers, 
too, he said, present a real prob- 
lem. Every day the Registry 
suspends an average of 176 licen- 
ses for various offenses and no 
particular remedy has been found 
to curb the recklessness of youth 
on the highways, he concluded— 
adding that the problem of the 
youthful driver is definitely one 
for the owner of the family car.

so scared and so clumsy, even 
though the district nurse gave 
her plenty of instructions before 
she left for the hospital. It is 
great relief to have her nurse 
return now and really get her 
started on the road to mother- 
hood. It doesn't seem near as 
hard with such an efficient su- 
pervisor. 

As soon as she feels able her 
doctor has instructed her to visit 
the Well Baby Conference near- 
est her home for care and in- 
structions in how to keep that 
baby well. A record is kept of 
his gain in weight and general 
growth and development. 

Her doctor knows that if the 
baby shows signs of illness he 
will be referred back to him for 
treatment and does not return 
to the conference until he is well 
again. 

When this baby is about four 
months old an immunizing pro- 
gram is instituted, usually start- 
ing with protection against 
whooping cough, followed by 
diphtheria and Anally smallpox. 
Proper feeding with the help of 
the nutritionist and development 
of good health habits are dis- 
cussed with the mother both in 
the conference and in the home 

When this baby reaches the age 
of two, the public health nurse 
from the health department 
steps into the picture and takes 
over his health program. She 
arranges for him to attend the 
Pre-school Conference at the City 
Hall where the careful chocking 
both physically and mentally as- 
sures this small child of the best 
of care. 

The Pre-school Conference is 
held on Tuesday and Thursday 
afternoons and has in attendance 
a Pediatrician a nutritionist, a 
dental hygienist and a public 
health nurse. When all of these 
specialists have seen the child, 
the public health nurse sum- 
marizes the various recommenda- 
tions for the mother and helps 
her make plans to meet his needs. 

This same nurse follows the 
child through his school years 
and to the best of her ability 
sees that his health is as good as 
possible. Since adult health has 
its basis in child health it is in- 
teresting to know that Newton 
youths showed up very well phys- 
ically at the induction centers. 

These two groups of public 
health nurses cooperate without 
overlapping, in all the health 
services rendered the city either 
through the tax supported 
agency or that which has the 
support of the Community Chest 
to meet its deficit in current ex- 
penses. 

This article has dealt chiefly 
with out child prolociron in New- 
ton and next week we will dis- 
cuss some of the other phases 
of our Public health nursing 
program.

.Trade School day. Beginning 
September 1, it will be a six-hour 
day instead of seven. 

The new policy makes the fol- 
lowing available for Trade School 
students who qualify: 

1. A high school diploma. 

2. One-fourth of the time in 
high school classes. 

3. Participation in such high 
school curricular activities as 
band, orchestra, chorus, art, sci- 
ence, etc. 

4. Participation in extra curri- 
cular activities such as student 
government, school paper, band, 
clubs, athletics, dramatics, etc. 

Under this plan better oppor- 
tunities for trade education are 
offered High School students 
who wish to take advantage of 
the Trade School curricula. In 
the past High School students 
have refused to transfer to the 
Trade School because by so do- 
ing they forfeited the opportun- 
ity of earning a high school di- 
ploma. Now it is possible to 
transfer whenever the student 
and the guidance personnel de- 
cide such act Is for the benefit 
of the student. 

The Trade School is divided 
into three main divisions, name- 
ly, General Department. Unit 
Trade and Unit Trade (Inter- 
School'. 

(1) The General Vocational 
Department offers training in 
several skills for those who must 
plan to go to work as soon as 
they become old enough to do 
so, or for those who do not wish 
to specialize in one trade but 
wish to learn something about 
more than one trade. 

(2) Unit Trade is intended to 
give training in the unit trades 
for boys who wish to take four 
years of trade school work. 
Upon completion of the year’s 
work pupils may enter the Unit 
Trade ( Inter-School » program. 

(3i Unit Trade (Inter-School) 
courses offer the opportunity to 
become thoroughly grounded in 
the fundamentals of a trade so 
that a boy may enter that trade 
with not only a knowledge of 
the practical side, but with suf- 
ficient related training to enable 
him to advance rapidly after he 
leaves school. It also provides in- 
struction in academic subjects 
and trains for good citizenship. 
The trades taught at present are 
as follows: 


Automobile, Cabinetmaking, 
Electrical, Machine, Pattern- 
making. Printing, Radio. 

The advantages to pupils tak- 
ing these courses are: 

(a) They find themselves in 
specific occupations without hav- 
ing to go through the "hit or 
miss’’ method so common in in- 
dustry for the untrained worker. 

(b) They are trained in one
